Highlighting departmental re- 
ports from the municipal gover- 
ment in April is the report that 
sales tax receipts were $5.040.83 
$2,683.94 for 


as compared with 
April, 1952. Total sales tax in- 
come for the fiscal vear is $38,- 


368 as compared with $34,950, a 
gain of 10 per cent. 

Much attention is shown the 
sales tax figures since its status 


reflects the status of local retail 
business. The gain over the 1952 


figure indicates a sizeable boost 
in local activity. 

Business license collections for 
the month totaled $755.75 to make 
the year’s total $14.443.16 as com 
vared with $13,460.74 for the same 
vortion of the previous fiscal year. 
Mildred R. Puckett is the license 
collector. 

Water department sales for the 
month were $6,641.89. 

Upland’s allotment of moto) 
license fees from the state de- 
vartment of motor vehicles is 
$42,915. This is based on a pop- 
ulation of 9,203. 

Six fire alarms were handled 
during April, according to Fire 
Chief Howard Paulin with loss 
estimated at $325. Estimated val- 
ue of the property involved was 
$33,500. 

Accidents reported in the city 
during April totaled 18 with eight 
persons injured and 14 local cars 
involved. 

Traffic citations issued during 
April totaled 655 and 11 criminal 
arrests were made, Sgt. Fred C 
Strohte reported for Police Chief

Voters In School Board Election Should Realize 
What Might Happen If Fontana Candidates Are Victorious 


Unless voters of the western portion of the 
Chaffey school district remember that an im- 
portant election occurs tomorrow, it could be 
possible that a majority of the board will con- 
sist of Fontana residents. 

An aggressive campaign is being conduct- 
ed by the two candidates who reside in Fon- 
tana in an apparent effort to get on the Chaf- 
fey board with Richard Wolf, also from Fon- 
tana. A. H. Utman and William Gilliland, be- 
sides Mr. Wolf are the hold-over members. 

Mrs. B. G. Klepper, incumbent and Edward 
J. Pollack are candidates from this area. Their 
election will mean continued good and im- 
partial management of Chaffey school affairs. 

The two Fontana men are reported to be 
of high character, capable and vitally inter- 
ested in school problems. Their election in 
normal circumstances might be approved but 
under conditions that exist now, it is question- 
able if the balance of authority should be 
changed to Fontana. 

It is worthy of note that the Fontana cham- 
ber of commerce has a special committee 
studying the advisability of the Fontana area 
withdrawing from the Chaffey school district. 
Sentiment for withdrawing is fairly strong in 
some circles. 

Some “extremists” in analyzing the situa- 
tion visualize “Fontana” taking over the Chaf- 
fey board and allocating all possible funds 
in building up the Fontana branch high school 
buildings to the sacrifice of the Euclid avenue 
structures and the educational plant in this 


Air Pollution Plan Has Merit; 
Shaw's Proposal Needs Support 


Assemblyman Stanford Shaw’s effort to get 
created an air polution control ditsrict will be 
watched with interest. Maybe he has the right 
approach. 

He proposes that a new political subdivis- 
ion be created with power to levy taxes and to 
enforce the installation of equipment to pro- 
hibit the production of smog. 

No one wants more taxes and no one wants 
smog. Assemblyman Shaw's theory is that 
people would rather pay a little more and have 
clean, pure air. And he is right about that. 

It will take a state law to permit formation 
of the district. If created, it would conduct elec- 
tions for selection of five directors, It would 
be empowered to employ people to work on its 
program and to spend money. You can't 
fight smog by talking about it. You have to 
have something and someone to work in com- 
batting it. .This costs money. Accordingly, the 
district would have the authority to levy and 
collect taxes, acting through the county board 
of supervisors, 

The local assemblyman is a hard worker 
and has the respect of the big majority of peo- 
ple in this district. He deserves real credit for 


bringing the smog control matter before the 
legislators. 


Trading With the Enemy Has 
Never Paid; It Should Be Stopped 


We leamed long ago that it was impossible 
to do business with Hitler. More slowly, but 
eventually, we learned we couldn't do busi- 
ness with the late Joseph Stalin. Should it be 
necessary to learn the same lesson all over 
again with respect to. Red China? 

It has been disclosed by a U. S. senate in- 
vestigating committee: 

That 193 ships flying the flags of the 
U. S. allies carried goods to Red China 
during 1952. 

That 19 shipping firms owning most of 
these ships were given charters by this 
country to haul U. 8. cargoes overseas. 

That some of the ships were acquired 
by foreign owners from the American gov- 
ernment. 

That the U. S. from the outbreak of the 
Korean war up until now has never had 
an official policy to “refrain from aiding 
shipping companies that are aiding the en- 
emy. 

Millions of American homes are being very 
definitely affected by the war in Korea and 
most people cannot understand why thousands 
of American men are killed on the battlefield 
in Korea, — partly because our allies continue 
to trade with the enemy. 


We should learn now to fight the enemy 
on all fronts,

Of course, that situation could happen, but 
we doubt if it would. We cannot deny the pos- 
sibility, however. 

For ,years, an unwritten policy has pre- 
vailed.

ported ‘daily in detail by the pro- 
prietors to the L. A. police de- 
partment. 

With Lt. Jonn Wesseiy of the 
Upland police department we were 
in the L. A. police department a 
short time last week. 

A serial number on the vac- 
uum cleaner was given to a clerk 
in the pawn broker detail record 
bureau. Within 15 minutes, the 
clerk handed to Lt. John Wessely, 
the name and address of the 
shgp having the cleaner. 

e had no detailed informa- 
tion in identifying the movie 
camera other than its trade name. 
Lt. Wessely gave the approximate 
dates during which it might have 
been pawned. Within a few min- 
utes, the address of another pawn 
shop was noted. “A camera was 
left there on April 4,” the clerk 
said. 

Sgt. Gunn, one of the five men 
on the L. A. police pawn shop 
patrol, called the pawn shops au- 
thorizing release of the items. 

“Almost every pawn shop op- 
erator works with us very close- 
ly,” explained the sergeant. “As 
soon as the daily reports come to 
our office from the pawn. brok- 
ers, they are carefully recorded 
and catalogued. Every perosn in- 
volved in a transaction is de- 
scribed in the reports and the 
operators help us greatly in ap- 
prehending burglars and in clear- 
mg up cases.” 

The camera had been sold 
for $15 and this money was res 
funded by us as “reward” to the 
pawn broker for having obtained 





it. The .vacuum cleaner “re- 
ward” was $7.50.

Throughout State Linked To Get Burglars 


and that most of them are 
property legitimately owned. 

“We, are proud of our record 
bureau,” continued the veteran of- 
ficer. “That is why it is possible 
us to give you prompt an- 
swers to your inquiries, And when 
we deal with stolen property and 
thieves we must be able to act 
quickly.” 

Lt. Wessely spearheaded the 
investigation that has returned 
to Upland the major missing 
items. One suit’ was found in Sac- 
ramento and another one was re- 
eovered in Santa Rosa. 

The burglar, now held ‘in Sac- 
ramento on a gun_ possession 
charge, “talked” freely to Lt. 
Wessely when the Upland officer 
was there on the local cases re- 
cently. He reported on ‘“‘pawning” 
the items in Los Angeles and he 
told where the suits were “hock- 
ed’, 

It seems the two men, each re- 
cently released from prisons, be- 
gan their most recent burglary 
records in Upland. The items tak- 
en from 215 West Twentieth street 
and from the C. J. Lindesmith 
home were pawned or sold in Los 
Angeles, Santa Barbara and in 
other cities northward. In var- 
ious cities they did other burglary 


with 


“jobs” and then “hocked” the 
items as they chose. 
And then they “slipped” and 


got caught. The network of po- 
lice records and reports became 
effective and the first thin thread 
or “leads” has resulted in almost 
all the loot being recovered. 

The Upland police, always alert 
connected closely with all other 
departments amazingly re- 
turned to the Uplanders most of 
that which we thought had been 
forever lost.

Early Beauty of Euclid Big 
Asset in Drawing Residents

Early photos of Euclid avenue 
show the four rows of irees zrow- 
ing from tall, slender ones to 
healthy maturity, the two road- 
ways clean and graded for use of 
early vehicles; business buildings 
increasing and homes and ranches 
springing up on both sides of the 
Avenue. The Chaffey Bros. pros- 
pered and new settlers flocked to 
the new Colony. Citrus ranches 
were popular and were produc- 
tive. In 1869, history mentions 
woinan as having her place in the 
irrigation colonies of California 
and Australia. George Chaffey 
married Annette McCord. She 
came from an eminent family and 
was an ideal mate for George, as 
she refused to live in Los Angeles 
or Melbourne where she could 
live in comfort and luxury; but 
preferred to join her husband in 
the colonies and share the hard- 
ships of the days of pioneering 
in Etiwanda and ‘Ontario. 

The first permanent public 
building on Euclid avenue was 
Chaffey College of Agriculture on 
the west side in about the place 
where Fourth street crosses the 
avenue. The College was a three- 
story brick building of attractive 
design. When finished and e- 
quipped, it represented a cost of 
about $17,000, There was plenty 
of work for settlers for cement 
pipes were made on the spot for 
laying out the water system and 
the bricks for the building of 
the proposed Cellege; education 
being one of the important goals 
in the development of the Colony. 

The water was carefully and 
honestly apportioned so that pi- 
oneers would receive their proper 


préving that the Chaffeys pro 
tected settlers from buying land 
for which no water was available. 
Ontario, from the first, agreed 
to exclude the selling of liquor 
on the lots sold to prospective 
buyers. 

If found selling liquor, the 
deeds of the land sold by the 
Chaffey brothers would revert to 
the former owners. Mr. Chaffey 
was not a teetotaler but, by ex- 
cluding saloons, it would bring a 
better class of settlers and a mbre 
law-abiding population. 

Ontario had no depot for many 
years. The waving of a hat would 
serve to stop a train. Later, a red 
flag was provided. In March, 
1883, the Chaffeys decided to cel- 
ebrate the laving of the corner 
stone of the College of Agricul- 
ture. They organized a railroad 
excursion, the, guests to be*given 
an “al fresco” dinner on the mesa 
at the very spot from which 
George Chaffey. planned the Col- 
ony. This took place on St. Pat- 
rick’s Day when two crowded 
trains, one from Los Angeles and 
one from Colton, brought hun- 
dreds of visitors and representa- 
tives of the press from all over 
Southern California. The fame of 
the ‘Model Colony” as Ontario 
was called by a party of Austral- 
ian visitors in 1885 was spread 
by the excursionists and their 
friends. Settlers flocked from 
Canada and different parts of the 
United States and the founders 
were kept busy making out title 
deeds and piping water to the 
tracts as they were solid. « 

In 1884, the municipal value of 
Ontario was $93,800 ,and in 1886, 
the last year under the regime of 
the Chaffeys, it was $310,000. In 
1891, it was incorporated a city of 
the sixth class. About 400 families 
settled in Ontario under Chaffey 
auspices, ,
